© Chriſt 15 not come down from Heaven to rule as a Temporal 
Prince upon Earth.: 'There is not any viſible collefed Army 
of rhe Fews in any particular Region under Heaven, or uI- 


fible. upon Earth, in capacity to recqver Jeruſalem : their fo 


called Prophet, who . lately appeared' ſo peremptory for the 
Few; Reſtauration” unto. Jeruſalem , © s either ſlain or in 
Chains; the Great Turk in Poſſeſſion of that City, - and ſ9 like 
to be, until ſome grand inſurre&tion of his own Vaſſals diſ- 
Pſeſs him thereof. Theſe things we leave, and mabe it our 
work: to diſcaver from natural cauſes, the ſucceſs betwixt bis 
gracias Majeſty of England and the ingrateful Dutch, the 
unprovoked Dane 1nd French, nw all confederate -againſt 
England. : we may nothing wonder, though there have been 
ſome ſharp fiehts betwixt his Majeſties Forces and the Dutchy' 
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The Epiſtle to the Reader. 


' wherein Providence hath ſtill rendred his Majefties Forc#y 


Viforious, that there was not then a final concluſion of the 
War : No, it could mot be expeFed, that the effets of the 
three Comets could or would determin ih ſo ſhort a time, the 
Dutch having not yet been ſo ſufficiently ſcourged as they muſt 
be , War we have had, and more muſt have ; the Plague hath 
been grievous, and is not yet quite ceaſed; a ſcarcity or Fa- 
mine we have hot yet had , Comets uſually end their: znfluence 
mn -ſcarcity; which God divert from England» and trunſmit 
zt to'our Enemies. And though ſome impute no ſucceeding ef- 
fe#s unto Comets," yet if all the Hiftaries of Comets mere 
loſt. the firſt Comets effes and influence 'might convince ſuch 
diſſatisfied judgments : For as the Head of that was Satur- 
nine, ſo hath abundance of miſchief. followed; apd as the 
Tail thereof was very fiery and red,-and: pointed direfly t9 
England, ſo hath-thrs Nation much ſuffered by War -and the 
Plague; and at it aroſe inthe morning, .ſo alſo the effefs im- 
mediately ſucceeded, according to the DqArine of the Anci- 
ents. The Tail of the ſecond Comet dire&ly pointed at Hol- 
land, and thoſe United 'Provinces; and we may be aſſured, 
when our miſeries are determined, as they are-neer unto it, 
then willthe male influence, and thoſe: dreadfal ſignifications 


- derived from thence, be ſeverely inflited upon thoſe people; 


and they draw neer, as will be manifeſtly viſible in 1657. 
God having hitherto in ſome meaſure as yet with-held his Ma- 
Jeſties revenging Hand and Sword from ruining them : but 
tet them be wary of converting his Majeſties Clemency into a 
Juſt chollerich fury and indignation againſt them. |

cred Orders or very learned : beſides, thoſe who 
maintain the former aſſertions , do unanimouſly hold 
forth, That Antichriſt mult firſt be revealed, then domi- 
neer juſt 4 Years. .then be deſtroyed , and then comes 
Chriſt's Perſonal Reign upon Earth ,wherein every one of 
that Judgment muſt have a large ſhare in Dominion, and 
in the ſpoil of the Goods they then find upon earth ; all 
being ro be divided amongſt them unto this day. Thar 
perſon whom they call the Man of Sin , or Antichriſt in 
their fence, is neither revealed or diſcovered ; therefore 
antil. fuch a perſon as he is manifeſtly and publickly 
Fnown (viz. notoriouſly to all Chriſtians) and hath had 
power upon carth 3 years, and then again deſtroyed , no 
Perſonal Reign of Chriſt can he ,expe&ed : but in tho

fars, haFe contended, and deſigned Martin Luther to be 
Antichriſt ; and they have found, if you believe their Or- 
thography. that the Nurmeral Letters of Martin Luther 
will amount jaft unto'665, See Bungus in Myſterris Nume-

754m. Some in our late diſtempered times were ſo vain, 
as to affirm the Numeral Letters of William Laud-did make 
up the Number 666, Some others conceited Oliver Crom- 
wel tobe Antichriſt ; bur how either Martin Luther , or 
William Laud, or any other perſon , the Numeral Letters 
of whoſe Names will make 666, can be faid to be Anti- 
chriſt , irs not leſs unto any judicious perſon then a Mira- 
cle, fith many hundreds of Names have been, and may be 
found our that will make up that Number. Ir hath been 
the endeavour of many Popes to propagate the DodGrine 
of Jeſus Chriſt ; and it was the whole defire and ſole indu« 
ſtry of Martin Luther and William Laud to have the Do- 
&rine of Jeſus Chriſt ſincerely preached ; therefore 
without any contradi&ion , the two laſt are and muſt be 
exempted from being ſuch perſons as either of them to be 
Antichriſt. There are not wanting at preſent thoſe who 
wilt have this preſent Pope to be Antichriſt z and why ? 
becauſe the Numeral Letters of | 
aLeXanDer epIsCopVs roMe, do make 666, 

Unto this we anſwer-, there have heen many Popes called 
Alexander before this, and none of them ſo reputed 3, and

but thar as the actions of this preſent Pope have been ho- 
nofrable, ſo is he not blemiſhed in life or converſation

Although theſe Aphoriſms have not yet had the very 
literal effe&s, yet in ſome meaſure in another ſence they 
have; for we do know that the Houſe of Auſtria is under 
the Sign Libra, and it cannot be denyed, bur that both 
Philip the Fourth King of Sparn, and the Queen Mother of 
France were of the chief ot that Family; therefore indu- 
ditably from this and former Examples, the Houſe of Au- 
Nr1a is rightly diſtributed into the Sign Libra; both theſe

In our {aft years Anglicus, we had no other intellj- 
gence or obſervation from any who had ſeen that Comet, 
bur they judged it firſt appeared in the ſign Taurus; bur 
fince that, many have affirmed its firſt appearance was in 
Gemini; of which judgment is Vincent Wing, a perſon cu- 
rious in the Mathematical Sciences 3 with him conſents a 
diligent Inquiſitor into theſe Curioſities in the North of 


 Frzland;, and I do my elf remember, that the night 


afrer Ciriſtmas-day 1554. when I called my people our 
to tec the Comer, one of them ſaid, he had ſeen it nine 
or teit days before, and pointed direaly to the quarter 
of Hezyen where it did ariſe: the ſame thing many of our 
Neigitours, who hed occaſion to be out in the ___ 
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affirmed 3 and therefore we have juſt reaſon to believe ir 
began in Gemini, and the rather, becauſe of that very 
great Plague which followed it, in 1655. in the City of 
London, that City _ aſſipned into Gemrn! by all Aſtro- 
logers ; and how much it hath fince ſuffered both by the 
Plague, and decay or want of Trade into Forreign parts, 
all England may well judge, but themſelves can beſt wit- 
neſs: theeffes from hence ſeem more terrible, in regard 
rhe fign Gemini is oppoſite unto Sagittarius, wherein the 
laſt mmor conjunaion of Saturn and Fupiter was cclebra- 
ted ; for penerally both Eclipſes and Planetary Conjun- 
dions do oppreſs thoſe Parts, thoſe Perſons, thoſe Na- 
rions, thoſe Cities diſtributed unto the oppoſite fign, 25 
much as thoſe under the ſame fign whercin any Eclipſe, 
male-configuration, or prodigious Mcteor, or Comet ap- 
pears. When we had proceeded thus far, behold that ſe- 
yere, violenr,:and terrible fire happened 2. September in 
London, which gave for a time ſome period to our Study; 
a ſad and woful fire, that in three days and three nights 
conſumed more than one Pariſh in every hour of its con- 
tinuance : I fear we ſhall in vain look after any natural 
cauſe, that ſhould demonſtrate fo grear, ſo mighty a Ca- 
{amity, ſo general a deſolation of Houſes, ſo great a con- 
fumprion of Merchandiſe, Warcs, Furniture of Houſes, 
Churches,and'other materials, which could not have been 
adjudged combuſtible in ſo ſhort a time 3 herein we mutt 
acknowledge and owne the greatnels of it ro be from the 
hand of God ; and the rather; becauſe as it began by ac- 
cident, it extinguiſhed by miracle. The City hath ſtood 
this two thouſand ſeven hundred and feventy odd years, 
as our Chronologers affirm, and never bur once ſuffered 
ſo greara catualty, and thar was in or ncer the twentieth 
year of rhe Conqueror, at what time a ſudden fre burn- 
ed the City from the Weſtgate to Alzate, Houſes, Churches, 
yea and S. Pals alſo; Sir Richard Baker, p. q2. We again 
do ſay, thatſeyeral hints have been given of a great fire 
tobe in London, and of many misformnnes attending the 
7 = | effects 
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eftcs of the laſt Conjunttion of Saturn and Jupiter unto 
the City ; particularly by Mr Zdlin,in that exquiſite Trea- 
riſe he wrote on the laſt ConjunRion of Saturn and Fupi- 
ter; wherein he mentions a great Plague to happen neer 
the year 1665s, and the year 166g or 1666 to be ominous 
to the City of London, great drought, Conflagrations, or 
great defolations or deſtrution by Fire. Beſides, Mr 
Richard Sanders did very judiciouſly. obſerve, that the 
ConjunRion of Saturn and . Zupiter in the- 13. degree of 
Sagittarius, did prodigiouſly threaten London with raging 
ſickneſs and. other miſchiefs, which he prayed God to 
divert : a very ſober and judicious obſervation, which 
hath had, fince he wrote it, as prodigious-effe&s : this 
is that Sanders,from. whoſe induſtrious pains in Aſtrology 
the world may expe& hereafter a ſerious account, as al- 
fo from the before mentioned Mr  Edlin: from the wri- 
| tings of theſe two, you may expe in due time folid 
Principles in Aſtrology, not grounded upon Vapors .and 
Tautologies, but upon ſerious Preſidents and rationa] 
Principles. I am now ſufficiently convinced that the ſe- 
cond Comet mightr. firſt riſe or appear in Gemini, with 
the 13. or 25. degree of that ſign, being the place -and 
deeree the Sun and Aſcendanrt were in at the Radix or 
Reſtauration of London : I am induced to this judgment, 
becauſe of the late great fatality which happened unto

For as the laſt of the 3 Comets not only appeared, but 
alſo did vaniſh in the ſign Aries, and in the 11th degree 
thereof; ſo doubtleſs afrer theſe Weſtern Parts have ſuf- 
fered their proportion of the diſmal effe&s of rhe firſt 
and ſecond Comet, the Eaſtern and North-eaſt Kingdoms
